And What Have You

Unless they aet quickly, over 
3,000 Jones County citizens will lose 
their right to vote in 1970. This bit 
of information comes from State 
Representative Frank W. Calhoun. 
In a letter we received from him this 
past week he noted that he had been 
advised that only 4,200 of the poten­ 
tial 7,200 county voters have actual­ 
ly registered. 
lf you have not already done so, 
may we remind you that time is 
running short to register. The dead­ 
line is January 31. 
And as Frank points out in his 
letter the penalty for not registering 
is the complete loss of a voice in 
representative government for the 
balance of this year. 
He goes on to ] ist just how many 
different offices and issues that are 
to be decided this year by those who 
qualify themselves to vote. 
A voter registration certificate 
qualifies you to vote in all 1970 
elections, including the following: 
Justice of Peace, County Commis­ 
sioner (in precincts two and four), 
Sheriff, District Attorney, District 
Judge, City Council, School Board, 
Civil Appeals Court, Criminal Ap­ 
peals Court, State Supreme Court, 
State Treasurer, State Comptroller, 
Attorney General, Land Commis­ 
sioner, State Representative, State 
Senator, Lieutenant Governor, Gov­ 
ernor, State Education Board, U.S. 
Representative, U. S. Senator, and 
Constitutional Admendments. 
Added to this list is the possi­ 
bility of any special elections. 
As an added incentive, there 
will be a referendum item on the 
General Election Ballot on Daylight 
Savings Time and a constitutional 
amendment to permit the sale of 
mixed drinks in Texas. 
Frank ended his letter with the 
following statement, "I submit that 
one of the best bargains today is a 
voter registration certificate and it’s 
free if you act before January 31.

From the number of complaints 
we have heard we feel that this utility 
has a long way to go to before they 
can offer dependability that we have 
come to expect. 
We have a hard time personally 
in justifying the expense of cable TV 
when the only two channels that we 
can really depend on are the two we 
can get just as well on our antenna 
that is already paid for. 
Finally, after nearly a year, we 
expect to move this weekend. We 
hope you will bear with us for the 
next week or so while we try to get 
everything where it belongs. 
We will be closed Thursday and 
Friday but hope to be open for busi­ 
ness again Monday. 
This week's paper has been a 
hard one to publish since we were so 
close to being ready to move, it was 
hard to stop and produce

In recent news releases an­ 
nouncing the new computer­ 
ized motor vehicle registr­ 
ation system, Department in­ 
formation specialists wrote: 
“Easy-to-follow instructions 
are printed on the three-part 
form.” 
That must be a mistake — 
because a lot of motorists

But just to make sure that 
motorists do understand the 
“easy-to-follow instructions”, 
they are: 


1. Each motorists 
whose 
vehicle was registered last 
year has 
or will receive in 
the mail a long, narrow enve­ 
lope with a printed message 
on the front reading: “Im­ 
portant — This is Your Li­ 
cense 
Plate 
Renewal 
Ap­ 
plication.” 
2. The envelope will con­ 
tain a three-part form. DO 
N O ! 
SEPARATE 
T H E 
THREE PARTS. 
3. You may renew 
your 
motor vehicle license regis­ 
tration during January and 
February by mailing the three- 
part form (intact) and your 
check 
to your county tax 
collector. Add $1 for postage 


and handling charges for each 
vehicle. License plates will 
be mailed 
February I and 
thereafter. 
4. 
You may 
renew 
your 
motor vehicle license regis­ 
tration during February and 
March by taking the three- 
part form (intact) and your 
check to the tax collector’s 
office or substation. 
That’s it! Now see if you 
are one of the seven million 
plus Texas motorists who can 
follow those 
“easy-to-follow 
instructions." i i
